One cause may 
be 
the wet cob 
shrinking away from the gram, hut 
this would be doubtful since tile con­ 
dition is not found much in the tight 
grained ears. It may be more likely 
that it is caused by heavy frost while 
tim cobs are yet very wet, causing 
the grains to “ heave” 
out, 
like a 
post in wet soil, or as clover heaves 
out. When there 
is 
much moisture 
’ate in the* fall, also 
early 
frost, 
it 
might readily he 
inferred that

'ast theory is the right one. 
lf three grains are given an equal 
chance, and two have 
good vitality 
and one low vitality, the three may
